THE AJIEKICAN NAVY. 

A few years ago the .\incricaU8 had 
literally no navy. Tho Secretary of the 
Navy says in his report: " In March IS.S.) 
tho l liited Slates had no vessel of war 
wliicli could have kept the seas for one 
week as against any lirsl-rate naval jiow 
er,>«iid was dependent upon English nian- 
ufacturera for the forging of guns, for 
armor, and for secondary batteries." Kei- 
llior had tho United States any harbor do- 
fenoos worth speaking about, at any rate 
iioiio that could bo (lepomled upon. This 
was a bad stale for a iiatiou of m\ty mil- 
lions, with a largo oxtmit of soalmard on 
wbicli aro rich and |iopiiloiis cities, to bo 
in. The pi'ople wlieii tiny realized their 
defenceless coiiclilion, wiue soiuewlnil al- 
armed, and began building a tleet. Coir 
gross tirst directed its sttuntion to build 
iug fast-sailing unarmurud cruisers, vo.i- 
sels that could defend the niorcanl ile 
marine of the Republic, and attack the 
iiiercliant ships of the nation with which, 
iho nation iiiigbl bo at w.ar. 
Moans wore taken to have every 
part of those ships, as well as tlieir 
aniiainout, mmiufactured in the .■mii 'vy. 
Hood progrobs lias been made m ihis 
Work and the Siicrotary of the navy says 
when tho vessels aiithorl/ud to bo built 
shall have been coniplotud " tho L'nited 
States will rank second among the nations 
ill tho possession of unarmed cruisers or 
of conimerco destroyers liaving the highest 
cbiiracteristics, viz., of a size of 3, 0(X) tons 
and possessing a speed of nineteoii knots 
and u|>warda. " 'i'ho number of the tleet 
of stool and iron cruisers is tweiuy-tbroe. 
Four are alroaiiy in coiinuission, olevoii 
huiidiiij;, two repairing, live on st.aiion 
and one in ordinary. The I'liited Si.-Ues 
has as yet not done much in iho const rue- 
tiun of arinoruil ships. There are nine 
ships authorized and all except one are 
in diO'eroiit stages uf construction. Tho 
Secretary says "as far as armored ships are 
concerned, the subject is to be treated in 
a broad way by the Department and by 
('ungress." But some progress has been 
made since 1885 in tho tnaiiuf.actnro uf 
the material of which those ships and 
I lioir arniannuit aro const nictisl. IK^s.-iys; 
"At tlie pii'.sent tiuu! llic condit ii m.'-i are 
such that, eviuy thill'.,' necessary to a brsi 
cla.ss lighting .shi]i can be procured and 
furnished to tho Dupartiiient in this coun- 
try as soon as in the course of con- 
struction any element or feature is re- 
<{uired; but this has never heretofore until 
the i)ro3ent time been true, and therefore 
the ciiiisideratioii of tho subject has been 
noce.ssarily |)03tponod by the Doparl- 
uieut until the [iiesont time." When the 
ships now building and autbori/.ed to be 
built aro cninplotod, iho I iiitod .St.ilos 
navy will comsist of. l''ivo doiilde-tur- 
rel ed monitors, thirteen smu'lo- 1 urroted 
monitors, two b. dli'd cniisors, I w on ty- four 
niiariiioi od steel and iron vesHols, twenty 
eight wooden steam vessels, and eleven 
iron and wood tug-boats. This will be 
Lpiite a respectable navy, but it is fartrom 
biiing a first-class one according to the 
lOuropean stmiiUird. The (jovoiiinioiit have 
plenty of money in their hands to go on 
with the wiji k of ljuilding upthenavy. The 
list imatos for the navy and marine eoi ps 
for the curront fiscal yoar auiouii! In 
(HI(J,i;'.'4, fur Iho next lisral yoar they 
aiuount to S-'ri,7<)7,iJ77, a diirercnco of 
S'i,7';-f,0,").'), Thy appropri.atioiis for the 
current liscal year aro 8i'.t,l-il2, l81, and 
the appropriations for next year are 8l',- 
825.190 more.
